Five others were sentenced to 
lite imprisonment, among them 
Frau Ilse Koch, widow of the for- 
mer Buchenwald commandant, 
who is expected to give birth next 
month to a bay conceived while 
a prisoner, One defendant was 
sentenced to 20 years’ imprison- 
ment, two to 15 years and one to 
10 years. 

The 31 defendants were con- 
victed Tuesday after a four-month 
trial. 3 | 

More than 50,000 prisoners died 
in the notorious camp, which was 
situated on the outskirts of

Among those condemned to die 
were Hermann Pister, a former 
camp commandant, and Max 
Schobert, former camp leader. 

Those sentenced to life imprison- 
ment included Edwin Katzenellen- 
bogen, a former American citizen 
selected from among the inmates 
to become a trusty, and former 
Prince Josias Waldeck, a high- 
ranking SS. (Elite Guard) officer 
and the first German of royal 
blood to be tried for war crimes. 

The courtroom, where several 
hundred Germans have been tried 
for war crimes in the last two 
years, was jammed as the court, 
president, Brig. Gen. Emil C. Keil, 
read the sentences, 

Most of the defendants received 
their sentences with outward calm. 

A doctor was in ‘attendance for 
Frau Koch, because of her ad- 
vanced pregnancy. The hard-faced, 
red-haired widow, who allegedly 
shared the camp rule with her 
commandant husband, was ac- 
cused of having prisoners killed 
so she could make lamp shades, 
purses ‘and book bindings out of 
their tatooed skin. 

Her Attorneys to Appeal. 

She tried unsuccessfully to 
escape trial because of her preg- 
nancy, which has never been of- 
ficially explained. One report said 
her husband was executed by the 
Nazis several years ago, another 
that he died of natural causes 
after the war. Defense attorneys 
said they would appeal her sen- 
tence, 

It has been estimated that ap- 
proximately 250,000 prisoners were 
held in.the Buchenwald camp at 
one time or another under the 
Nazis. 

After the German surrender, 
the late Lt. Gen. George 8. Patton 
Jr. forced groups of German civil- 
lans to view the scenes of horror 
which American troops found in 
the camp in order to impress on 
them the immensity of the crimes 
committed by their Nazi leaders. 

The camp is now in the Rus- 
sian-occupied zone of Germany. 
Some weeks ago Max Brauer, 
mayor ‘of Hamburg, reported that 
the camp had been re-opened by 
the Russians and that 800 mem- 
bers of the German Social Demo- 
cratic party had been confined 
there on political charges. 


“Travel American’ Loophole Lets 
Congressmen Take Queen Mary 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (UP) 


Nineteen globe-trotting Con- 
gressmen almost lost out on a 
‘trans-Atlantic trip on the British 
luxury liner Queen Mary because 
of a law passed by their colleagues 
11 years ago. 

The legislators had been handed 
312,000 for a trip to Europe to 
study foreign relief needs. Some 
of the money was earmarked for 
(tickets aboard the British liner, 
which is scheduled to sail from 
New York on Aug. 27. 
| Yesterday, however, an official 
of the Maritime Commission came 
across a “travel American” law 
passed by Congress in 1936. It 
requires all Government officials 
and employes traveling on Gov- 
ernment funds to use American 
transportation whenever it Is 
available. 


Thumbing through a schedule, 
the official found that the Unit- 
ed States liner America puts. out 
from New York for Europe on 
Aug. 20. He decided the Congress- 
man would have to take that ship, 
and he telephoned the committee’s 
staff to tell them 80. 

Hastily, staff members exam- 
ined the 1936 law, then called the 
maritime official back, 

They had discovered that in 
drafting the law, Congressmen 
had included virtually all Govern- 
ment. officials, including the 
President. Cannily, they had left 
a loophole: for themselves.

In filing his formal request for 
a regular grand jury, Mitchell 
stated he has made three previous 
requests that the circuit court im- 
panel the May term grand jury 
before the expiration of the court 
term Sept. 8.

LAKE SUCCESS, Aug. 14 (AP) 
—Russia charged today that “the 
crudest interference into the in- 
ternal affairs of Greece emanates 


at present from the United 
States,” an obvious reference to 
the Truman aid program. 

It made clear that the Soviet 
veto would be applied again if 
American and 


kan conflict. 

Giving the United Nations Se- 
curity Council what he termed “an 
answer to the American speech” 
made Tuesday by Delegate Her- 
schel V. Johnson, Russian Deputy 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gro- 
myko said foreign interference 
was worsening the situation daily 
inside Greece. 

He also charged that former 
Axis collaborators were holding 
prominent positions in the Athens 
Government. 

Gromyko said American criti- 
cism of the Soviet veto was noth- 
ing but “crudeness,” and that 
Russia “does not consider itself 
obliged to agree on proposals on 
the Greek question or any other 
question which, in the opinion of 
the Soviet Government, do not 
correspond to the interest of the 
maintenance of peace.“ 

In a 36-minute speech delivered 
in Russian, Gromyko concentrated 
his attack on the American aid 
program and on the Greek Gov- 
ernment. He. did not retreat an 
inch from the Soviet stand against 
any solution which would call for 
a,semi-permanent border commis- 

on or accuse Albania, Yugoslavia 
and Bulgaria of formenting border 
troubles. He said both the Ameri- 
can and Australian resolutions, 
the only ones now on the Council 
table, “must be rejected.” 

Balkan Group Criticized. 

Gromyko asked the Council, 
“What have the Greeks and those 
who inspire them to do with logic 
and common sense?” 

“They look ‘at the discussion of 
the Greek question in the Secur- 
ity Council as some kind of a 
sport,” he said. “The Greeks com- 
pete with the Americans and the 
Americans with the Greeks in the 
formation of accusations against 
Albania, Bulgaria and Yugo- 
Slavia.“ 

Gromyko accused the original 
Balkan inquicy commission, which 
had the same membership as the 
ll-nation Council, of lacking ob- 
jectivity by showing unusual in- 
terest” in Greek charges and of 
ignoring cases where “the Greek 
authorities were guilty.” 

He called “senseless” a new

His View on Second Anniversary of V-J Day

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14—As the 
time neared for his departure for 
Brazil to attend the inter-Ameri- 
can defense conference and speak- 
ing on the second anniversary of 
V-J Day, President Truman said 
today he is still hopeful of per- 
manent world peace. He observed 
solemnly that he is sorry to say 
such peace has not yet been 
achieved. 

He told a press conference he 
had expected when he announced 
the surrender of Japan two years 
ago that peaceful settlements 
would have been securely estab- 
lished by this time. Although this 
has not come to pass, he went on 
he has not abandoned his sincere 
belief that the nations will even- 
tually accomplish a lasting peace 
for the benefit of all the people of 
the world. | 

The President sidestepped a 
quick ‘question asking him to 


point the finger at the nation or 
nations he deems responsible for 
the present state of international 
affairs. 

In response to another question 
he said he had never had any 
doubt about the wisdom of the 
decision to drop atomic bombs on 
Japanese cities, since it saved 
250,000 American lives by short- 
ening the war. 


In defensive but sharp tones, 
the President said the query re- 
minded him of an incident when 
he was a schoolboy and his his- 
tory class was discussing the bat- 
tle of Gettysburg. A bright pupil 
got up and told the instructor 
how the battle should have been 
fought by both sides. When the 
pupil had finished, the President 
went on, the old instructor re- 
marked that any scnoolboy’s after- 
thought was worth more than any 
general’s forethought.

DELAYS STUDY Ot 
AR POLLUTION 


Riley Says Research Pro- 
gram to Determine 
Source of Dirt Has 
Been Held Up for Year. 


A research program to deter- 
mine sources of air pollution in 
St. Louis has been under consid- 
eration for a year but has not 
been started because municipal 
funds are not available for the 
project, Charles J, Riley, director 
of public safety, announced to- 
day. 

The study would cost $15,820, 
Smoke Commissioner James 
Carter estimated in a report to 
Riley last October which was 
made public today. Increased 
costs of hiring expert personnel 
to do the work and costs of buy- 
ing necessary “materials would 
make the project more expensive 
now, Carter said. 

Riley explained to reporters 
that Carter’s suggestion for a 
research program was referred to 
the Citizens’ Smoke Elimination 
Committee, which, in turn, re- 
ferred it back to the Mayor. 
Nothing was done because of the 
shortage of municipal funds, Riley 
said, and no request for the pro- 
ect was included in the 1947-48 
budget estimates.

NEW DELHI, Aug. 15 (Friday 
(UP)—At the stroke of midnight 
today British rule died and the 
new nations of India and Pakistan 
with dominion status in the British 
commonwealth were born. 

A scant 12 hours after the last 
Viceroy, Viscount Louis Mount- 
batten, formally had handed over 


power to the new nation of 
Pakistan at Karachi, the great 
new Hindu state of India took 
rank beside its Moslem neighbor. 


The ceremonies marked the end 
of 200 years of British rule. 

Heavy Rioting Continues. : 

Establishment of the two do- 
minions came against a back- 
ground of violence and strife 
which took a toll of hundreds dead 
and wounded in the communal dis- 
turbance centers of Lahore, Amrit- 
sar and Calcutta. At least 105 
Hindus, Sikhs and Moslems were 
reported Killed ‘fn La- 
hore, capital of the vast northern 
province of the Punjab, increasing 
the two-day death toll there to 
more than 200. 

The ceremony for the creation | 
of the Dominion of India began 
just before midnight. It will be 
climaxed at 10 a.m, (10:30 p.m. 
Thursday St. Louis time when 
Mountbatten, riding in the vice- 
roy’s ceremonial coach behind 
eight white horses, drives from 
Government House to the Con- 
stitutent Assembly hall and for- 
3 turns over his seals of of- 
ice. 

As the Assembly met, the dele- 
gates sang—as they have at every 
meeting of the All India Congress 
since the fight for freedom under 
Mohandas K. Gandhi began in

U.S. AGREES TO CANCEL 
ITALY’S DEBT OF BILLION 


Action Taken to Ease 


‘Burdensome Clauses’ 


of Peace Treaty—60 Million 
in Assets Unfrozen. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP) 
—The United States today agreed 
to cancel about one billion dol- 
lars in debts owed to it by the 
Italian Government, 

The move was made, the State 
Department said; to ease the “bur- 
densome clauses” of the Italian 
peace treaty.; 

The State Department an- 
nounced the decision in making 
public an accord concluded with 
an Italian financial mission after 
three months of negotiation. 
Under the pact, the United 
States waives all claim to pay- 
ment for approximately $523,000,- 
000 in civilian supplies furnished 
the American Army to Italian 


occupation costs. 
About $176,000,000 in additional 
miscellaneous claims were wiped 
out simultaneously. 
“The terms of the understand- 
ing have the effect of alleviating 
several of the burdensome clauses 
of the Italian peace treaty, and 
thereby substantial assistance is 
rendered to the Italian economy,” 
the State Department announce- 
ment said. ; 
Other highlights of the compre- 
hensive accord with the Italian 
Government are: 
1. Unfreezing of approximate- 
ly $60,000,000 in blocked Italian 
properties and assets held in 
the United States once e 
owners are certified as non- 
Fascist. : , 
2. Turning over of 28 mef- 
chant vessele to the Italian 
Government, 15 of them Ameri- 
can Liberty ships which will re- 
place seized Italian vessels lost 
during the war. Eight others 
are Italian ships being returned 
by the United States and five 
are vessels purchased from oth- 
er American republics. 
3. A decision to negotiate a 
treaty of friendship, commenste 
and navigation between the two 
countries in Rome early this 
fall, 

4. Payment by Italy to the 
United States of $5,000,000 before 


the end of the year to settle 
promptly claims of American 
nationals. 

5. United States agreement to 
redeem $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 
in script issued to Italian pris- 
oners of war formerly held in 
the United States. 

Government officialg empha- 
sized that while no money changes 
hands in the transaction, aside 
from the $5,000,000 to be paid 
in private claims, the agree- 
ment represents a substantial con- 
tribution to Italy’s ‘peacetime 
economy since der the peace 
treaty the United States is en- 
titl to collect this amount. 

The State Department said that 
the Italian Goyernment ag part of 
the accord has agreed to return 
to American owners whatever 
property they own in Italy in 


2 order,” as provided for in 
e peace treaty. 


“The understandings provide an 
important advance in the restora- 
tion of normal peacetime econom- 
les and financia? relations between 
the two countries,” the announce- 
ment said. 

Ivan Matteo Lombardo headed 
the Italian delegation that con- 
cluded the agreement while Wil- 
lard L. Thorp, Assistant Secretary 
of State for economic affairs, led 
the American negotiations. 

In signing for the United States, 
Robert A. Lovett, Acting Secre- 
tary of State, expressed hope that 
the return of Italy’s blocked as- 
sete and the transfer of ships 
would “alleviate to some extent 
Italy’s difficult financial position.” 

Lovett made it clear that the 
present understanding should not 
be regarded as a precedent for re- 
turning similar property to the 
German and Japanese govern- 
ments. 

He said Italy's role in over- 
throwing a Facist government and 
joining the Allies as a co-belliger- 
ent against the Nazis “is held 
clearly to distinguish” it from 
other former American enemies 
of World War II. 


24,000 VETERANS 
STILL IN HOSPITALS 
AS INSANE, VA SAYS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (UP)— 
Two years after V-J day, an esti- 
mated 31,000 veterans have yet to 
celebrate the event properly. They 
were in the hospital on Aug. 14, 
1945, and they are still there. 


Most of them do not yet know 
the war is over. They are the 
insane who, according to the 
Veterans Administration, make up 
an estimated 24,000 of the 31,000 
veterans who have been hospi- 
talized for three years or longer. 


At least 1600 World War II 
veterans who have never left the 
hospital are paraplegics; men par- 
alyzed from the waist down by 
spinal injury. Another 2700, some 
of them veterans of previous wars, 
are neuro-psychiatrics on this 
side of insanity. Another 1120 are 
tubercular. The remainder suffer 
from other diseases. 


Tragic as these cases are, the 
long-hospitalized teran today 
has far better prospects of re- 
covery than did his counterpart 
after World War 1, the Veterans 
Administration said. Because of 
relatively recent progress in medi- 
cal techniques, the agency said, 
the modern veteran is likely to 
get out of the hospital in half 
the time it took his father after 
World War I. 

Only two years ago, the admin- 
iakration said, a veteran-patient 
stayed in hospital an average of 
40 to 50 days. Today he stays from 
17 to 22 days. 

The Veterans’ Administration 
said the rate of mental illness of 
all kinds among veterans of World 
War II is about half that among 
United States civilians. It said 2.7 
per cent of those who served in 
the United States armed forces in 
the last war suffered mental in- 
ness of one kind or another, Civi- 
liang suffering from mental mala- 
dies, VA added, constitute about 
5.5 per cent of the civilian popu 
lation.

‘The 10 employes were dis- 
charged in the nine-month period 
from July 1, 1946, to March 31, 
1947, Arthur 8. Flemming, Civil 
Service. Commissioner, reported. 
Flemming disclosed the firings 
in a letter to Chairman Edward H. 
Rees (Rep.), Kansas, of the House 
Post Office and Civil Service Com- 
mittee. 
Flemming’s office and State De- 
‘partment officials said the dis- 
charged employes were in addition 
to 10 others whose discharge was 
announced by Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall last month. 
The earlier discharges, Marshall 
explained, were those of persons 
considered “bad security risks.” 
Flemming said the additional 10 
persons discharged were “found 
ineligible for employment for loy- 
alty reasons, all of them involv- 
ing Communism.” : 
Names of the workers were not 
disclosed. 
Some Applicants in Same Boat. 


In addition, Fiemming reported 
that 14 applicants were State De- 
partment jobs were disqualified 
for loyalty reasons. Eleven of the 
14, it was operas, were disquali- 
fied for loyalty questions involv- 
ing Communism.”

3 JEWS AND-AN ARAB KILLED 
IN FIGHTING IN PALESTINE 


JERUSALEM, Aug. 14 (AP)— 
Three Jews and an Arab were 
killed today during conflict in the 
Abu Kebir area of half a square 
mile between the all-Jewish city 
of Tel Aviv and the all-Arab city 
of Jaffa. . 

Some 32 others were injured, 
many seriously, in fights with 
knives, guns, clubs and stones be- 
fore peace and calm were en- 
forced on the  blood-splotched 
streets at dusk by troops bearing 
bayonetted rifles. The strife 
erupted suddenly at noon after a 
calm morning and continued un- 
til the curfew. 

Seven of the injured were 
Arabs in serious condition; 14 
other Arabs were hurt less seri- 
ously. The other 11 injured were 
Jews, all of whom escaped seri- 
ous wounds. Since the Arab- 
Jewish strige started five days 
ago, 10 Jews and four Arabs have 
died and 37 Jews and 33 Arabs 
have been injured. 


VOLCANO ERUPTS; 4 MISSING 


FROM MOUNTAIN PARTY OF 20 


KARUIZAWA, Japan, Aug. 14 
(AP)—Mount Asama, 90 miles 
northwest of Tokyo, erupted sud- 
denly this afternoon, probably 
killing four of a party of 20 Japa- 
nese mountain climbers near the 
summit. The 8315-foot volcano 
sent clouds of smoke and ash 
thousands of feet into the air in 
six separate eruptions within four 
hours. There was no lava. 

Japanese rescuers brought 16 
climbers to safety, but one was 
burned so badly he was not ex- 
pected to live.

It burst into flames 
when it struck the power line and 
the pilot was burned beyond recog- 
nition, he said. Electricity along 
the western edge of Illinois was 
cut off for 25 minutes as a result 
of the crash. 

The body of the pilot was taken

BEEF THIS FALL;

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (UP) 
— More top quality beef will ap- 
pear on meat counters this fall 
and early winter than in 1946, 
but the supply still will be lim- 
ited, Department of Agriculture 
officials said today. 0 

Their forecast was based on a 
survey showing that 40 per cent 
more cattle were in midwest feed 
lots on Aug. 1 than a year before. 
Nevertheless, the number was the 
second smallest for that date in 
the last 10 years. | 

Out of corn belt feedlots nor- 
mally come animals that produce. 
high grade steaks and roasts. 
Usually about 15 per cent of the 
total beef production in a year is 
choice, while perhaps 30 per cent 
is graded good. The longer cat- 
tle are fattened, the better qual- 
ity and the more beef they pro- 
duce. 

The department's report showed 
that the trend in 1947 is for 
somewhat longer feeding than a 
year ago. The greatest swell in 
marketings of fattened cattle is 
expected to come during Septem- 
ber, October and November.

heard Mountbatten wish the new 
country prosperity, peace and 
friendly relations with India and 
all nations. 

“Tomorrow two new sovereign 
States will take their place in the 
commonwealth,” the Viceroy de- 
clared. They are “not young na- 
tions, hut heirs of old and proud 
civilizations: fully independent 
states whose leaders are states- 
men already known and respected 
throughout the world.” 

Of the difficult negotiations, 
disputes and bloodshed that have 
marked the path to the transfer 
of authority, Mountbatten de- 
clared that, nevertheless, “this is 
a parting between ‘riends who 
have learned to honor and respect 
one another, even in disagree- 
ment.” He also read a message 
from King George, assuring 
sympathy and support “as we 
watch your continuing efforts to 
advance the cause of humanity.” 

Mountbatten paid tribute to 
Jinnah and to others who had 
helped reach a solution of the 
Indian problem. Safeguarding by 
both new dominions of legitimate 
interests and full liberties of all 
citizens, Mountbatten told the 
makers of Pakistan, “will mean

Pakistan, with a population of 
60,000,000 persons, is to control 
200,000 square miles of land, in- 
cluding India’s food and jute pro- 
ducing areas, The Dominion of 
India possessed India’s big cities, 
great industrial resources, 600,000 
Square miles of land, and 200,000,- 
000 people. also is expected 
eventually to absorb the 85,000,000 
persons living in the princely 
states now disputed. 

The two nations into which In- 
dia was divided remain dominions 
inside the British commonwealth 
of nations until June 30, 1948. At 
that time, they will decide wheth- 
er to leave the commonwealth, 
which is held together loosely by 
the British crown.

Even it it were able to maintain 
its present most-favored-nation 
trade links with both states, Brit- 
ain would certainly find it more 
difficult to reap the advantages 
of the monopolistic two-way traf- 
fic in goods and raw materials 
which accrued under British rule. 

Both India and Pakistan were 
deemed likely to continue the ten- 
dency of building up their own na- 
tional industries which, clearly, 
would have first claim on all the 
raw material resources of the 
country. If this process were ac~- 
companied by a policy of protec- 


tionism through increased tariffs, 


Britain would suffer more than 
most other countries because it 
has always had unrestricted ac- 
cess to India’s raw material sup- 
plies. 

Whatever the constitutional fu- 
tures of the two states, authorita- 
tive Whitehall informants pre- 
dicted today, Britain would. con- 
clude full-scale trade pacts with 
each as soon as possible in a bid 
to maintain existing commercial 
links wherever possible.

Private Rationing. 


Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wy- 
oming, a member of the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee on the Eco- 
nomic Report, which is scheduled 
to begin a coast-to-coast inquiry 
next month on rising living costs, 
said today Congress must choose 
between encouraging “an intelli- 
gent program of stimulating pro- 
duction” and continuing to allow 
“private rationi of such prod- 
ucts as automobiles, gasoline and 
steel, 
He told reporters Clark’s investi- 
gation of prices of food, clothing 
and housing was a “fine thing” 
but that “the causes of inflation 
are much deeper than a search 
for extortionate profits.” 
“Perhaps it ought to be pointed 
out,” O'Mahoney said, “that evi- 
dence before the committee snows 
that the automobile industry, by 
private understanding, is ration- 
ing the output of automobiles. The 
steel industry is rationing the out- 
put of steel. 


“In each instance, products are 
distributed according to the ratio 
of distribution before the war. 

“Now the major oil companies 
are undertaking to ration petro- 
leum products.” 

O’Mahoney said he believes there 
is no basis for any anti-trust ac- 
tion in connection with any dis- 
tribution agreements prompted by 
scarcities. 

“Congress. will have to decide 
whether the Government should 
wash its hands of the dilemma 
and allow big business to decide 
how the ucts of this country 
shall be distributed, or whether we 
should undertake an intelligent 
program of stimulating production, 
so that business users and indi- 
vidual consumers will not be sub- 
ject to rationing either by govern- 
ment or business,” he said. 

Asked what kind of a produc- 
tion stimulation program he has 
in mind, O’Mahoney said only that 
the problem’ could be solved if 
businessmen and politicians, sepa- 
rately, “would stop trying to take 
advantage of one another.” 

“The trouble is,” he went on, 
“somebody always wants to put 
somebody else in the hole.“ 

“General Decline” Predicted. 

At the same time, Representa- 
tive Wolcott (Rep.) Michigan, as- 
serted that “a general price de- 
cline” is in the offing. He ex- 
pressed opposition to restoration 
of price controls, with the possible 
exception of controls on rents. 

Wolcott, chairman of the House 
Banking Committee, said in an in-

Deploring what he called the in- 
jection of political issues into the 
price situation, O’Mahoney de- 
clared: 

“This is not a political question. 
It is an economic question. It 
cannot be solved hy political cam- 
paigning for the next presidential 
election, but only by intensive 
study now.” 


Food Corporation Increases. 

O'Mahoney said a study by the 
National City Bank of New York 
shows that the net worth of 25 
major food products corporations 
was $1,088,000,000 as of last July 
1, compared with $993,000,000 in 
January 1945, These companies’ 
annual rate of return increased 
from 15.2 per cent for the first 
half of 1946 to 20.8 per cent for 
the first six months of this year. 

“I do not mean by this to ex- 
press the opinion that there is 
widespread profiteering,” O’Ma- 
honey commented, “although I 
have no doubt there is some.” 

He cited these principal reasons 
for the increase in food prices: 

1, “With 60,000,000 Americans 
employed, our people are eating 
more and better food than ever 
before, 

2. “Agricultural production in 
Europe has not been restored 
and millions of people there 
would starve without American 
exports.” 

Grange Head Opposes Inquiry.

WHOLESALE TRADE 
‘STABILITY’ SHOWN 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP)— 
The Commerce Department last 


night reported “great stability” in 
wholesale sales and estimated 
their volume in June at $4,842,- 

The figure represents an in- 
crease of about 16 per cent over 
dollar gales for June of last year, 
but a slight decline, after allowing 
for seasonal variation, from the 
total for May 1947, 

Among: the ‘durable goods, jew- 
elry and optical supplies were the 
only commodities to show a de- 
crease from last year. Automotive 
and electrical goods, sold for 
$417,000,000 and $274,000,000 respec- 
tively, were more than 50 and 100 
per cent above last year’s level. 

Durable goods sales were esti- 
mated at 31, 700,000,000 in June 
compared to $1,239,000,000 a year 
ago. Wholesalers of non-durable 
goods did a $3,142,000,000 business, 
as against $2,906,000,000 for last 
year, 

Sales of food products were up 
17 per cent from the same month 
last year, but declines were shown 
in beer, wines, liquors, drugs and

Hospital Cuts Meat Purchases 
Because of Price Boost. 


BOSTON, Aug. 14 (AP)—Meat 
prices today were reported soar- 
ing to such heights in New Eng- 
land that at least one Boston hos- 
pital was forced to cut its supply 
in half. 

Dr. Sherman Thorndike, first 
assistant director of the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital, said it 
had stopped serving choice meats 
because of the price increase, 

Choice steaks were selling in 
many retail stores at $1.50 a 
pound and a few were asking 
$1.75. Cube steak was quoted at 
$1 a pound, 

“We are no longer able to serve 
steaks, roast beef, spring lamb, 
pork or veal,” said Dr. Thorn- 
dike, “they have gone so high. 
Instead we have to turn to such 
substitutes as mutton, beef stew 
and meat loaf.”

W. C. Kelly, an Illinois Central 
investigator, said at a hearing 
here that evidence showed that 
the front trucks had been de- 
railed’ by an automatic device 
which operates when a train is 
on the cross Burlington track at 
Litchfield. e 

E. H. Hallman, superintendent 
Central’s Spring- 
field district, presided at the hear- 
ing which was attended by repre- 
sentatives of the two railroads, 
railroad brotherhoods, [Illinois 
Commerce Commission and Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. 


Cecil Wright, a member of the 
Burlington train’s crew, said the 
freight would have cleared the 
crossing before the arrival of the 
Green Diamond had not the train 
been slowed by a section hand 
warning of rail trouble on the 
other side of the crossing. The 
freight was an extra train, Wright 
Bert Christian, engineer of the 
Green Diamond, repeated his pre- 
vious statement that he had not 
seen a warning signal about one 
and one half miles from the inter- 
locking crossing where the wreck 


injured in the collision. 


He said that while the train was 
traveling about 75 miles an hour, 
he was searching in the engine 
room for an apparent mechanical 
defect which had caused a rn- 
ing bell in his cab to ring. After 
he saw a second signal indicating 
that the Burlington train was on 
the crossing, he was able to slow 
the Green Diamond’s speed to onl 
15 or 20 miles an hour, he said. 

Christian has been an engineer 
since 1903, and a passenger en- 
gineer for the last five years. 
Other crew members corroborated 
his account of the wreck.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP). 
FFORTS to force a showdown on how far the United States 
is willing to go in easing Britain’s economic plight may feature 


financial talks. Those discussions 


have been called specifically to consider possible revisions in the 
year-old $3,750,000,000 loan agreement in order to prevent Britain's 
dollar reservoir from running dry. 


However, American officials pri- 
vately concede the probability that 
the British delegation will try to 
widen the scope of the conference 
to include a cut in Britain's com- 
mitments in Germany, ai least. 

Two question marks hang over 
the coming deliberations, 

The first concerns the reaction 
of Congress to plugging Europe’s 
leaking economic dikes with more 
dollars, the second just what plan 
will emerge from the current Par- 
is conference on Secretary of 
State George C. Marshall's plan 
for a mutual self-help program. 

Several Factors in Answers. 

The answer to the first—barring 
a special session call—must await 
the return of the nation’s law- 
makers in January. 

The answer to the second re- 
mains an international enigma de- 
pendent on a number of other fac- 
tors: A proof of willingness among 
the western powers to co-operate 
’ economically, the balancing of na- 
tional needs against winter's de- 
mands and a determination of 
Germany's industrial place in the 
continental reconstruction pattern. 

That latter determination hinges 
on two related conferences—one 
now under way to stimulate vital 
coal production in Germany's 
Ruhr valley, the other beginning 
next week in London to reach a 
United States - British - French 
agreement on increasing German 
industrial output, 

With Prime Minister Attlee's 
Labor Government holding ‘“cri- 
sis” powers over Britain’s labor 
and industry, the British loan 
delegation is reported to be eager 
to get a quick commitment on the 
scope of any new American eco- 
nomic stability program abroad. 


U.S, Attitude on Talks. 

Secretary of the Treasury John 
W. Snyder has emphasized that 
the conference opening here Mon- 
day will, so far as this country is 
concerned, be limited to a dis- 
cussion of loan term modifica- 
tions. This would deal with two 
features in particular: 

First, a provision which requires 
Britain to exchange dollars for 
pounds in many current trade 


its American trade in order to 
deal with the dominions on a 
pounds sterling rather than dol- 
lars basis. 

The first sign of British anxiety 
to get an over-all showdown came 
earlier this week when the British 
delegation to the Ruhr coal talks 
succeeded in widening them to 
include such things as food, hous- 
ing, and possible American fi- 
nancing for new equipment. Unit- 
ed States offfcials anticipate a 
similar request next week to 
broaden the loan discussions to 
include possible American aid to 
cu§ down commitments abroad 
and speed up production at home. 

One potential controversy, how- 
ever, appeared eliminated. Under 
Secr of State. Robert Lovett 
told 4 press conference yesterday 
there has been no request for 
movement of American troops 
now stationed in Europe 
Greece. This would indicate an 
agreement on the part of Britain 
to keep its troops now stationed 
in Greece on duty there. It would 
not, at the same time, rule out 
the possibility of Britain’s seek- 
ing a sharp cut in its occupation 
forces in Germany. 

Ruhr Coal Output Up. 

Meantime, a spurt in Ruhr coal 
production cheered British-Ameri- 
can officials seeking to increase 
German coal output as a help to 
Europe’s recovery. A cable from 
the Ruhr to British delegates said 
the daily tonnage mined in the 
last week had averaged 232,000, 
the highest level since the food 
crisis cut output last March, 

British-American officials said 
this represents a daily 6000-ton 
increase over the amount mined

West Point Falls Below Quota 
Of Students; Decline in Interest

The academy's failure to achieve 
its quota of 2496 cadets was at- 
tributed by West ‘Point officials 
to lack of qualified appointees to 
fill existing vacancies. This, in 
turn, was explained by Maj. Gen. 
Maxwell D. Taylor, superintendent 
of the academy, as an index of 
the decline of popular interest in 


the Army. e 

Gen. Taylor fouched on the 
problem at West Point in a speech 
before a veterans organization 
early this week at Malone, N. X. 
He warned at that time against 
“quarantining of the armed 
forces.” 

“Under the conditions of peace,” 
he said, “the career of the enlist- 
ed man is failing to attract re 
crutts in adequate numbers. Fur- 
thermore, the career of the officer 
is failing to appeal to the ablest 
of our young men. 

To Operate Below Capacity. 

“I see evidence of this disinter- 
est at West Point, where this next 

ear the academy will operate be- 
— its capacity by several hun- 
dred cadets. The reason for this 
un¢erstrength is the failure of the 
sources of appointment to nomi- 
nate sufficient candidates able to 
qualify for admission and to fill 
the existing vacancies in the Corps 
of Cadets. 

“The diminution in the competi- 
tion for entrance to West Point 
is a sure index of the decline of 
popular interest in the Army. Yet 
if we are not to sacrifice the 
strength which is essential to the 
preservation of peace, it is of the 
utmost importance that we nour- 
ish in our young men an interest 
in our national defense and that 
we prevent a recurrence of the 
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HE United States Military Academy has revealed that its Corps 
of Cadets is 276 below authorized strength, the greatest numer- 
ical shortage of potential Army officers in the 145-year history

measurements. In the past the 
tests have been concerned not with 
who can qualify, but who is best 
qualified. 
The sources for admission to 
West Point to which Gen. Taylor 
referred are primarily Congres- 
sional and Presidential appoint- 
ments. About 5 per cent of those 
selected come from the enlisted 
ranks of the regular Army and 
the remaining few are chosen 
among the sons of veterans killed 
in action. 

West Point officials sajd the 
dearth of applicants probably 
could be traced to the inability of 
Congressmen to interest outstand- 
ing young men in their districts 
in a military life. 

Before the war, enroliment at 
West Point totaled about 1200. 
The course was shortened from 
four to three years during the war 
and the enrollment was doubled. 
Recently, the four-year course was 
restored. 

The present strength of the 
Cadet Corps includes. 620 plebes, 
or members of the fourth class, 
who entered the academy early in 
July. There is no possibility, ac- 
cording to Col. Krueger, that the 
enrollment will be increased by 
more than five or six cadets in 
the class of 1951. 

Col Krueger insisted that the re- 
turn to the longer course was not 
a factor in the declining - enroll- 
ment. He said further that re- 
quirements for entrance to the 
academy had not been made more 
rigid in recent years.

British rule, paralleling the in- 
dustrial revolution and the 
growth, of the modern age in 
western countries, was important 
partly because it brought India 
into contact with the rest of the 
world in a dynamic era. 0 

Sometime in the mists of pre- 
history, invaders from the north- 
west passed by neatly planned 
cities at such places as Harappa 
and Mohenjodaro, which now are 
archeologists’ delights. There were 
the Aryans, who in a tremendous 
surge brought to India their swas- 
tika and an even better Aryan 
pedigree than Hitler’s. 

: Rise of Hinduism. 

The Aryans gave India Hindu- 
ism, the ornate complex social 
and philosophical pattern that in- 
cludes caste. This division of all 


groups remains one of the char- 


today. 

As centuries passed, inevitably 
Hinduism grew rigid, and equally 
inevitably reformers appeared, In- 
dia is still proud of the greatest 
of these, one of the important 
figures of the world, Gautama 
the Buddha. 

Buddha's teachings of tolerance 
and moderation first spread 
through India. They found ready 
listeners im such distant places as

Series of Invasions. 
The glory of Asoka did not last, 
however. In the centuries that 
fdbllowed, Greeks, Parthians and 
white Hung were only a few of 
the invaders who sought the 
riches of India. Within the coun- 
try kingdoms rose, had their day, 
and disappeared, or shriveled into 
unimportance. 
Then came the Moslems. At 
first they were only a thin trickle 
of Arab traders. Next followed 
Turk, Persian and Afghan con- 
querors who founded and fought 
for the court of Delhi. Finally, 
the mighty Mughals reunited 
most of India into an empire that 
was famous even to Queen Eliza- 
beth, sitting across the known 
world from the peacoek throne. 
The tales about India were fabu- 
lous. Its spices, its indigo and its 
diaphanous muslins were the 
prizes of Europe. When Christo- 
pher Columbus, hunting India and 
its riches, sailed west and found 
land, he called the inhabitants In- 
dians, thinking he had reached 
his destination. 

Portuguese Jesuits were given 
a hearing by the Mughal monarch 
Akbar in his enlightened reign, 
while Akbar’s grandson, the Em- 
peror Shahjehan, built not only 
the Taj Mahal at Agra but ex- 
quisite palaces of marble and

Start of European Era. 
however, the seeds of its destruc- 
tion were already planted. Akbar's 
and Shahjehan’s weak descendants 
let the empire fall to pleces when 
Portuguese, Dutch, French and 
British traders were already eager 
to snap up the bits.

Second only to Munich as the 
fostering place of Nazism this 
city is now like a witch with a 
hanging tooth among its ruins. 
Its fine old guildhalls are gone, 
together with medieval remnants 
of its days as queen of the 
Hanseatic league and East Prus- 
sia.

Nine high-speed destroyer es- 
corts being converted for anti- 
submarine defense against the 
new Nazi-type submarines.

Rising Anti-Semitism. 


This tide of broken lives has 
flooded Vienna, apparently with- 
out any other inspiration than a 
fanatical desire to escape the 
anti-Semitism which Jews and 
many United States Army offi- 
cers say is getting worse hourly. 

Zionist spokesmen deny that 
they have made the slightest ef- 
fort to propagandize Romanian 
Jews with the dream of a Pales- 
tine homeland. This seems to be 
borne out by talks with the ref- 
ugees themselves, 

As for the Soviet overseers In- 

side Romania, obviously they are 
not putting any obstacles in the 
way of this epic migration, Other- 
wise road parties, creeping west- 
ward with all their worldly pos- 
sessions on their backs, could not 
get rides in Red Army trucks or 
even March across the country- 
side.

In not shed a tear for the economic 
plight of Great Britain, Holland, Bel- 
gium and,France—these four imperial 
nations. Americans forget their own 
history too often and fail to recall the 
similarity of their struggles against 
British imperialism on this continent 
and the current strife in Palestine, In- 
donesia, Africa and other areas.

Yet our own Government remains 
strangely silent and permits the use of 
lend-lease military equipment to quell 
the democratic forces in these colonial 
areas. 

It is odd, too, that in nations such as 
Britain, Holland, France and Belgium 
the standard of living of their own peo- 
ples is quite low. One wonders, there- 
fore, what earthly good the struggles 


and colonial exploitation do for the. 


average Englishman, Frenchman and 
Dutchman? It may help Royal Dutch 
Shell, the rubber and mineral cartels, 
but certainly it doesn’t help the aver- 
age man in these mother countries. 
Perhaps some day the British people 
will realize that the two sergeants who 
were killed by the Irgun in Palestine 
were in reality sent to their death by 
the British Colonial Office and the 
heads of the cartels exploiting colonial 
peoples. We in this country should read 
a moral in the pictures of the strife in 
Palestine and Indonesia, and remember 
that history preaches the story that im- 
perialism does not pay.

Optimism at Rio 

Confidence already surrounds the Rio de 
Janeiro Conference on inter-American defense, 
which formally opens tomorrow. Such advance 
hopefulness is not only welcome, but is justified 
on practical grounds. 

Outwardly there are some signs of stress. 
Paraguay’s Government is fighting a rebellion. 
Peru and Ecuador report the customary frontier 
incidents. The Dominican Republic says it is 
threatened by the approach of a mysterious rev- 
olutionary army whose whereabouts, if any, are 
unknown. 

Cuba threatened to embargo the Rio meeting 
because of the new American sugar quota, but 
changed its mind after being mollified by Sec- 
retary Marshall. Nicaragua's revolutionary gov- 
ernment wants to be recognized at the confer- 
ence, but has not been. Juan Peron’s Argentina 
will be represented, and the fact does not com- 
fort some of the sister republics. 

Still, everyone who’ can is going to Rio, and 
the United States is sending a stellar group led 
by Secretary Marshall, and including Senators 
Vandenberg and Connally. Later the President 
himself will go. We are going to try to prove to 
our neighbors that we have not forgotten them. 


Other delegations are optimistic. They ex- 
pect the republics to come up with a satisfac- 
tory treaty for common defense, and to permit 
few deviations from this course. The nations 
should be able to accomplish this much, because 
they have already recognized that an attack on 
any of them is an attack upon all. 


That theme was first written down at Lima 
in 1938. The Pan American Conference then 
made the Monroe Doctrine a joint policy. After 
the war, in 1945, the American republics wrote 
the principle of mutual defense into the Act of 
Chapultepec. 

So agreement on an inter-American defense 
already is conclusive. What remains to be de- 
termined is the exact approach, and here there 
are two serious questions. 

The first is, what is an aggressor? At Chapul- 
tepec, the republics decided to act as a unit in 
case anyone were attacked. This held good not 
just for aggression by an outside power, but for 
invasions of one American nation by another. 
Now some nations are said to be reluctant to 
permit intervention in what they evidently con- 
sider purely domestic warfare. 

Such a view is not realistic. The protection 
of peace within the hemisphere is essential if 
the republics are to present a common front to 
the rest of the world. 

A second question is how to vote on whether 
to use force against aggression. Argentina has 


.favored a unanimous vote, while the United 


States delegation may propose a two-thirds vote, 
with a proviso that it be binding only on those 
who concur in it. 

Most of the delegates are said to oppose both 
approaches as timid, which they are. Unanimity 
on crucial matters has proved an unworkable 
rule in the United Nations, and a two-thirds vote 
for use of armed forces would be meaningless if 
several southern republics, or the United States 
alone, were free to avoid it. 

These considerations ought to become clear 
during the conference, for at Rio de Janeiro 
there will be no diversions from the single pur- 
pose of the agenda. Supplementary details such 
as standardization of arms are being saved for 
the Pan American meeting in January. 


With the Act of Chapultepec behind them, the 
delegations go to Rio de Janeiro knowing exactly 
what they are there for. The need for common 
defense is granted by all, and should override 
any further dispute. 


It’s a Matter of Bacteria 

The School Board insists it is responsible only 
to the state, so it still denies the city’s power 
to enforce the restaurant sanitation law in school 
lunchrooms. It is trying to cool its burning 
ears through inspections by the State Health 
Department, but they don’t cool. The state can’t 
make the board do a thing without proving 
the lunchrooms public nuisances—which, bac- 
teria being quiet workers, is extremely ‘difficult. 


In educational matters, the board actually is 
independent of the city. Badly though small- 
bore recent boards have misused their inde- 
pendence, it should not be violated. But the 
schools are also physical residents of the city. 
Once the city decides that certain sanitation 
standards are necessary in the public interest, 
the board has no cause to defy them, because 
they have nothing to do with educational policy. 
If it were entirely consistent in its nonsense, the 
board would deny the city access td its property 
to put out fires. .

Nine years ago, smarting under nationwide 
criticism, Georgia abolished the chain gang and 
replaced it with the public work camp. A month 
ago eight Negroes were killed by guards at a 
public work camp in what Commissioner Sam 
Levine of Glynn county calls murder. Now 
Georgia has abolished the public work camp. 


Changing the name from chain gang to public 
work camp and abolishing shackles, whippings 
and sweat boxes evidently weren't enough. 
Abolishing the public work camp won't be, 
either. And why not? Commissioner Levine, a 
brave man to speak unpopular: and dangerous 
truth, says the guards at the camp where the 
atrocity occurred were trigger-happy illiterates. 


Camp Warden H. G. Worthy, whom a coroner's 
jury and a grand jury have refused to prosecute, 
was half drunk when the prisoners were killed, 
according to prisoners who were eyewitnesses. 
Commissioner Levine said the only offense of 
the eight who were killed was that they refused 
an order to go into a ditch in which there were 
two water moccasins, which are poisonous 
snakes. Eyewitnesses said the warden threat- 
ened to kill a prisoner whom he later shot. They 
said he ordered the guards to “mow em down.” 
Is this the picture of a trigger-happy illiterate or 
of an enlightened custodian of the law?

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The Time . Is Urgent” 


The time of our decision on the question of 
universal military training is urgent.“ These 
words are from the lips of a man who should 
know more about it than anyone else—George 
C. Marshall. They were spoken two years ago, 
when he was chief of staff of the United States 
Army. The time of decision is still more urgent 
today by two years and many events. The na- 
tion continues in perilous unpreparedness. The 
cause: the complacency and political cowardice 
of Congress. 

Universal military training in peacetime is 
unpleasant and inconvenie&t, but it is necessary 
to national security. Congress increased the 
necessity when it let the Selective Service Act 
die 15 months ago. But still Congress shirks its 
duty. It is an unenviable commentary on a ma- 
jority of the members of the Eightieth Congress 
that they have had to be pressed to do their 
duty, and given an object lesson in political 
courage, by the Governors of the states. 


The Governors resolved for universal military 
training at their annual convention last month. 
Now they are being asked by congressional back- 
ers of universal training to take the case to the 
people. As one of these supporters says, public 
opinion polls show backing for the training bill, 
but many Congressmen are afraid of the issue in 
a presidential year. Public, Governors and 
Congress—of the three, the only one afraid to 
meet the realities is Congress. 

The proud Army of more than 8,000,000 which 
stood victorious on all the battlefields of the 
world at the end of the war has shrunk to 
900,000 effectives and is fading at the rate of 
some 10,000 a month. It is half the size of 
Russia’s or China’s and 200,000 smaller than 
England’s. Behind it is a reservoir of young 
civilians who because they are untrained would 
be ineffective to fight the enemy or protect 
themselves if war came. 

One thing is sure, though: If war comes, they 
will be in it, whether as civilians, unable to 
fight back, or as green soldiers, wishing they 
had had the advantage of some preparation. 

The notion that the atomic bomb (or anything 
else) has made manpower unnecessary is a dan- 
gerous delusion. The late Gen. Joseph W. Stil- 
well once remarked that regardless of the 
amount of bombing and bombardment, a piece 
of ground is never finally taken until a man is 
sent to stand on it. Adm. Chester W. Nimitz 
said more recently: “It is my conviction that the 
ground soldier must go in to hold the ground. 
You can’t get away from it.” 

Since a big standing army is contrary to the 
interests of a republic, a trained reservoir of 
civilian manpower is the only safe recourse for 
a nation that is free and wants to remain so. 
May Congress not continue longer to prefer 
smiling and soliciting votes to safeguarding the 
liberties of the people. 
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Nauseous Greed 

Funerals for the 111 coal miners killed in the 
Centralia disaster cost an average of $700, with 
the highest reaching $1184. So reports Michael 
J. Hanagan, UMWA lawyer. These shockingly 
high figures are confirmed by a member of the 
Illinois Industrial Commission, John Moulin of 
West Frankfort, whose agency is charged with 
paying out state compensation awards to the 
survivor families. Mr. Moulin says that burial 
costs following the Old Ben Mine explosion 


ranged from $375 to $1000 and were “all out 


of proportion to funeral expenses in other parts 
of Illinois.” 

This is the sort of shameless greed that makes 
a person’s blood boil. The impression is wide- 
spread that funeral directors take advantage of 
grief-stricken families in the hour of distress. 
Exorbitant costs such as those charged up to 
the widows and orphans of Illinois mine victims 
go far to establish this as fact. Here is a busi- 
ness that has a lot of self-disciplining to do. If 
it fails to police its gougers, it will find itself 
under strict state regulation some day. 
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Ice cream, consumption in the United States 
is 21 quarts a year per capita, according to the 
Department of Commerce. This will confirm 
the impression of some youngsters that they 
aren't getting theirs. 
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Lay That Weather ‘Down 


Rain-making in Kansas, as recently reported 
from the Kaw valley, may be just rain-making 
in Kansas to some people, but it goes further 
than that. If science can produce rain by pelt- 
ing a cloud with dry ice, does anyone think it is 
Not if we know science. 
There will be a widespread dither in scientific 
circles until everything about the weather can 
be controlled just like rain. 

That the weather man can, in fact, so control 
the weather is an approved joke. By long cus- 
tom it is regarded as funny. All we've got to 
say is that if it were true it wouldn't be so 
funny. The day when the weather man quits 
predicting the weather and starts announcing it, 
you had better look out. 

The executors of the Mark Twain estate will 
have to amend the text to read that everybody 
talks about the weather and everybody wants to 
do something about it. Polls of public opinion 
will report that 43 per cent of the voters con- 
sider the weather too warm, 35 per cent think 
it isn’t the heat but the humidity, and 22 per 
cent are too discouraged to care. The party out 
of power will denounce inefficiency in the ad- 
ministration for the last hurricane in Florida. 
The Socialist party, pointing to widespread dis- 
satisfaction with the choice of climate under the 
capitalist system, will demand nationalization of 
the weather. 

Nature may not always produce weather ex- 
actly to suit all tastes—but then who could, for 
140,000,000 of them? 
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Foreign countries are planning to curb buying 
of U. S. goods because they cost too much. 
Three guesses who will, however, keep right 
on buying them.

It Just Isn't Capitalism

Housing industry is still in the doldrums because it is based on 
small inefficient operations, article says; production methods are 
archaic; builders and unions combine to protect low output; reform 
would require large-scale projects using capitalistic techniques. 


From Fortune 


To anyone unfamiliar with the housing 
industry, the incredible news of 1947 is 
that home construction is in the doldrums. 
In the first five months of the year, in 
spite of the worst housing shortage since 
the James river landing, the industry 
showed no appreciable gain over 1946 ex- 
cept in the price of its product, which 
advanced enormously. 

In 1946, every conceivable shortage and, 
by testimony of builders, every obstacle 
that a willfully evil bureaucracy could 
design, stood between the homeseeker and 
a house. Now materials are comparatively 
plentiful, government regulations are only 
a vestige—and the industry is perilously 
close to falling on its face. 

Any industry that functions as badly 
as the housing business must have some 
really distinguished ailment. It has often 
been called a mopopoly, which it is not. 
Every town, village and hamlet in the 
United States has at least one house 
builder who is beholden to no one except 
God and an unbelievably inefficient system 
for building houses, 


Formalities Are Unnecessary 


There is little formal price-fixing in 
the house building business, but it isn’t 
necessary. A firm code requires all sup- 
pliers of building materials to quote uni- 
form prices to all customers, even to such 
big builders as the United States Govern- 
ment itself. , 

(In 1943 the Navy called for bids on ce- 
ment for delivery to 18 different points 
from Portland, Me., to New Orleans. It 
received a total of 206 bids, 203 of which 
were identical.) 

More important, no individual guild 
member, large or small, is permitted to 
buy at wholesale prices. Manufacturers 
sell only to jobbers, jobbers only to local 
retailers. Builders and unions co-operate 
in boycotting manufacturers who, to bor- 
row the not inappropriate language of 
bureaucracy, are guilty of a violation of 
channels. 

Given uniform wage rates, comprehen- 
sively regulated labor output, plus uni- 
form materials costs, only a genius could 
build a better house and sell it for less. 

The essence of capitalism is capital, for 
that is what provides workers with ma- 
chinery and materials. The process re- 
quires, above all else, that the individual 
business unit be reasonably large; no one 
ever knowingly made a large investment 
for a small output. 


A Handicraft Operation 


The most striking evidence of house- 
bullding's resistance to capitalism is its 
small scale. In 1938 the average urban 
builder of single-family dwellings produced 
three and a half houses. His gross turn- 
over did not exceed $25,000 and his own 
investment was under $3000. 

Eighty-six per cent of all prewar build- 
ers built two houses or less a year, and 
60 per cent built only one, Here is the 
case: 

1. Students of the industry have re- 
ported, ad nauseam, that its production 
methods are archaic. These consist of a 
succession of unconnected handicraft op- 
erations by masons, carpenters, electricians, 
plumbers, plasterers and painters. But 


any kind of assembly-line production that 
keeps individual workers busy on the same 
operation is possible only when many 
houses are being built simultaneously. 

2. The builder, instead of taking full 
responsibility for the production of a 
house, delegates authority to a dozen or 
more subcontractors. 


As a result, the masonry subcontractor 
is at the mercy of the framing subcontrac- 
tor, who may be two or three weeks late 
getting on the job, and usually is. The 
plasterer must wait on the plumber and 
the painter on the plasterer. The result 
is an intricate formula for chaos. 


Management Is Limited 


But this “putting-out system” is the 
natural and intelligent way in which a 
small business man adapts himself to a big 
job Since his capacity for management 
is limited, he delegates some of his re- 
sponsibility to a mason, some to a master 
plumber, some to an electrical subcontrac- 
tor, and so forth. He shares their capital 
and splits risk with them, . 


3. The building trades unions, particularly 
in the metropolitan areas, limit output, 
outlaw technological progress, keep labor 
productivity low and engage in dreary 
and costly bickering among themselves. 

The building trades unions are arbitrary 
and inefficient because employers are too 
small and therefore too weak to have an 
effective labor policy and make it stick. 


4. The system of procuring materials is 
fantastically expensive. Building houses 
is a manufacturing operation, yet these 
“manufacturers” buy their materials at 
retail. Yet this arrangement was not spe- 
cifically designed to bilk the home buyer 
admirably as it accomplishes the result. 
A business that consists of 100,000 little 
builders must be supplied by retailers. The 
man who builds one 311,000 house a year 
requires about 400 individual items. 


Mass Purchasers Needed 


5. Finally, there is the recurrent ten- 
dency for the cost of a house to pass out 
of sight whenever customer demand is 
strong. Again size is a factor. Such mass 
purchasers as Sears, Roebuck, General 
Motors or R. H. Macy can resist any 
exploitive tendencies of their suppliers. 
The small builder has no chance of doing 
80. 

In the light of the foregoing analysis, 
the search for reform in the house build- 
ing business becomes primarily a search 
for large-scale operations. Efficient house 
production requires firms big enough to 


mobilize capital and organize production , 


in systematic, repetitive operations, 


They must be big enough to assume full 
managerial responsibility instead of di- 
viding it with subcontractors; to oppose 
strength to strength in dealing with labor; 
to buy supplies in quantity; to counter the 
rapacity of the suppliers of building ma- 
terials, and to take the responsibility for 
making a fair price to the customer.

Weaker Unions Will Be 


Most Hampered by 
It, He Thinks.

An opinion that the smaller, 
weaker unions in the country. will 
find themselves most hampered by 
the provisions of the Taft-Hartley 
Act, while “those stronger unions, 
at which the law was aimed, pos- 
sibly will find themselves least 
harassed,” was expressed yester- 
day by the Rev. Leo C. Brown, 
S. J., associate professor of eco- 
nomics at St. Louis University. 

Speaking at a luncheon meeting 
of the Co-operative Club at Hotel 
Statler, Father Brown termed the 
new law “an omnibus bill,” which 
would require long and careful 
study before its merits, or de-mer- 
its, could be determined. 

“It (the labor law) is of extreme 
importance to all of us,” he said, 
“and we should watch its operation 
carefully. If we find that it tends 
toward bettering labor relations, 
we should be thankful. But, if we 
find that it tends toward creating 
chaos in our labor relations, then 
we should do something about it. 
I believe that one of the most im- 
portant things needed in the coun- 
try today ig good labor relations.“ 
He added that, if the law comes 
up for revision in the future, ser- 
ious’ attention should be given to 
seeing that definite provisions are 
included, which would foster bet- 
ter relations between labor and 
capital, Such provisions are miss- 
ing from the present law, he said. 

The answer to whether or not 
the law “will contribute to indus- 
trial peace, or result in chaos,” de- 
pends upon the “good judgment 
of the employers, the federal labor 
board and courts, and the unions,” 
he asserted. 

Labor Relations. 
He expressed the belief that, 
where there have been good labor 
relations between the employer 
and unions, those relationships 
will continue, because an employ- 
er hiring large numbers of skilled 
workers will not resort to some 


ing that any harassment of the 
union might endanger retention 
of his employes. 
“A majority of employers will 
go along much as they have in 
the past,” he said. 
Discussing that section of the 
law which gpecifies what is un- 
lawful for unions, or union agents, 
to do, Father Brown said it sets 
out 32 things “which the union 
can’t do but they are rather un- 
certainly worded.” 
The unions are “terrified” about 
this section of the law, he said, 
because it provides that anyone 
injured may sue and the unions 
fear that there might be many 
“nuisance suits.” They also fear 
that their treasuries might be de- 
pleted through such suits, he said. 
The Closed Shop. 
As to the bar on Closed shop 
provisions of union contracts he 
said that he has been “amazed” 
at the number of employers who 
have voluntarily re-opened nego- 
tiations with various unions and 
signed new contracts so that the 
closed-shop provision could remafn 
as long as possible before bein 
outlawed by ine new act. Thié, 
he said, showed that many em- 
ployers want a closed shop. 
Another aspect of the law point- 
ed out by Father Brown was that, 
since the unions no longer have 
any say as to who shall be em- 
ployed, the employer can no long- 
er discriminate against applicants 
for joba because of race, color or 
creed, and give as an excuse the 
fact that the union prohibits him 
from hiring them. This situation 
is being watched with interest by 
some groups, he said.

New York Grand Jury Urges 
Legalized Bookmaking; Law 
‘Well - Nigh Unenforceable’ 


NEW YORK, Aug. 14 (AP)—A grand jury in New York City 
recommended that off-track betting (bookmaking) be legalized since 
laws against it are “well-nigh unenforceable.” 


The Grand Jury, sitting in the 
Borough of Queens, is investigat- 


ing charges of police graft in con- 
nection with off-track betting. 

The ban on such betting runs 
“counter to the times,” the grand 
jury presentment said, adding: 

“It brings in its train not only 
the resultant breaking-down of 
law enforcement in the particular 
situation itself, but it carries with 
it many other evils as are now re- 
ported to be present in the field 
of law enforcement as it affects 
bookmaking.” 

Newspaper Coverage Cited. 

In emphasizing the widespread 
interest in horse race betting in 
ew York, the jury said 100,000 
copies of scratch sheets and other 
racing publications were sold 
daily in the city and pointed to ex- 
tensive coverage given racing en- 
tries, odds and results by newspa- 
pers and radio stations. 

“How can the average citizen be- 

lieve that the very policeman who 
directs traffic to the track, watch- 
es persons entering the enclosure 
of the track, and then légally su- 
pervises conditions at the track, 
can with common sense and the 
maintenance of his equilibrium 
stop that very same citizen from 
doing that very same thing out- 
side the track?” the presentment 
asked. 
. The jury said a “slight idea” of 
the magnitude of gambling on 
horse racing may be obtained from 
data showing that $1,965,476,925 
was bet at tracks during the first 
seven years of pari-mutuel bet- 
ting in New York State. This 
wagering furnished $128,510,797 to 
the state in revenue. 

“This legal situation is only a 
drop in the bucket to the illegal 
betting situation,” the jury as- 
serted. 

Puts It Up to Legislature. 

“If our conclusion is correct,” 
the presentment stated, “then 
there can be only one result that 
should follow, and that is legal- 
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ization of bookmaking off the 
tracks with proper supervision 
and control by the state... . The 
legislature should either put an 
end to all betting on or off the 
track or should be consistent and 
permit the average citizen to 
phone his bet, whether he goes to 
the track or stays on the job.” 
County Judge Thomas Downs 
remarked that he was “keenly and 
favorable” impressed by the re- 
port. He extended the jury's term 
to March 1, 1948, to permit it to 
continue its investigations.

F ather of U.S. Bill Says 


Nation Will Drop to 
Third Place in World 


Commerce. 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., Aug. 14 (AP) 
— Senator Pat McCarran (Dem.), 
Nevada, identified Tuesday night 
by Senator Owen Brewster (Rep.), 
Maine, as the father“ of an in- 
ternational airline bill, said yes- 
terday in a statement that “we 


are way behind times in interna- 
tional air commerce.” 

McCarran said he wrote the bill 
several years ago, adding: 

“My bill provided for setting up 
an all-American flag line in which 
all United States lines licensed to 
fly overseas would participate to 
carry United States commerce to 
foreign markets. Management_of 
the line would be unimportant, as 
it would be sponsored by the Gov- 
ernment. 

“We are way behind times in 
international air commerce. Brit- 
ain already has set up such a plan 
and is grabbing the bulk of world 
commerce as a result, 

“The idea of American lines 
competing with each other and 
with foreign subsidized lines spells 
nothing but disaster for American 
aviation. In fact, this already has 
been proven. 

“To call this plan a monoply is 
a misuse of the word. | 

“Great Britain has worked day 
in, day out to prevent adoption of 
the bill because they know if it is 
adopted, the United States will be 
a serious competitor of the Brit- 
ish empire, 

“Ten years ago, the United 
States was in the lead in air com- 
merce, but no more, because 
United States lines now are com- 

ting with the British subsidized 
ine, and soon Russia, France, 
Italy and others will enter the 
field on that basis. 

“Unless we stand, behind na- 
tional airline, we are doomed to 
third or fourth place in world air 
commerce, Hence, I stand behind 
the all-American flag line. 

“A competitive policy in ship-

15—the Japanese anniversary of 
the day in 1945 when Emperor 
Hirohito ordered his people to

The Socialist Premier of Japan, 
Tetsu Katayama, also noted the 
V-J day anniversary. He called 
on his countrymen to stress 
science, labor and an interna- 
tional outlook if they would be- 
come a thoroughly peaceful na- 
tion. 

“We are now living in a war- 
devastated land,” Katayama said 
in a statement. “We must clean 
and level up this scorched earth 
and build upon it an ideal nation 
based on peace through the unit- 
ed effort of all the people.“ 

The text of MacArthur's order: 

“Two years ago today, the 
mounting power of Allied arms 
reduced the enemy’s guns to si- 
lence and forced his capitulation 
from the challenge of war. The 
victorious end of battle became 
the beginning of an equally vital 
campaign to secure the peace. We 
now enter the last phase in Japan 
of this test of our strength. 

“It is you men and women, 
military and civilian, who have 
composed the Allied forces of oc- 
cupation who are bringing this 
task to a successful conclusion. 
You have demonstrated that in 
peace as in war, the spiritual 
strength which free peoples may 
muster ‘to sustain a righteous 
cause inevitably must prevail. 

“For the structure of the mod- 
ern world is too deeply rooted in 
the devotion of man to the practi- 
cal ideals of human justice, broad 
tolerance and individual dignity 
to be overturned by such strength 
as may temporarily be mounted 
by those who become tools of or 
converts to ideologies which ig- 


nore or contest these great moral 


values, 

“By conducting yourselves with 
a fine sense of self-respect, self- 
confidence and devotion to duty, 
you have rendered the physical 
subservient to the spiritual force, 
and in so doing earned the ad- 
miration of a free world and the 
lasting respect of your vanquished 
foe. e 

“You have written an ennobling 
chapter in human progress, which 
will lead to the regeneration, 
from the fatalism of war to the 
realism that is peace, of those 
millions inhabiting Japan's is- 
lands. 

“To all of you on this anniver- 
sary I extend my profound ad- 
miration and gratitude, You may 
be assured that history—the final

FUKUOKA, Japan, Aug. 14 — 
Japan is conducting a nationwide 
$200,000,000 treasure hunt, with 
official investigators concentrat- 
ing on this city, 65 miles northeast 
of Nagasaki. 

The prize is the fabulous fortune, 
in gold and jewels, which Subhas 
Chandra Bose, Indian collabora- 
tionist leader supposedly left be- 
hind when he fled from Japan 
after the surrender only to be 
fatally burned in a plane crash a 
day later. Bose died in a Formosa 
hospital muttering “gold, gold.’ 

A former Japanese army lieu- 
tenant named Tatsuo Hayashida, 
who is now a Fukuoka tearoom 
keeper, flew from Formosa to 
Tokyo, Sept. 5, 1945, with Bose’s 
ashes in a container slung from 
his neck. Aboard the same plane 
was Bose’s chest, a wooden box 
so heavy with gold and precious 
stones that it took two men to 
lift it. 

In the same party were Bose's 
adjutant, a lieutenant colonel, 
variously identified as Brown, 
Larman and Faman, and a Japa- 
nese lieutenant colonel named 
Sakai. Both Sakai and the adju- 
tant were burned in the Formosa 
crash but recovered. 

Hayashida says the last he saw 
of the ashes or the chest was 
when Sakai turned them over to 
Army headquarters midnight of 
Sept. 7, the night before the ar-

5 IN MOVIE EXTORTION 
PLOT ARE PAROLED 


Men, Said to Be Ex-Members 
of Capone Gang, Sought 
$1,000,000 From Industry. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP)— 
Five men once described by the 
Government as former members 


of Al Capone’s Chicago were 
paroled yesterday from federal 
penitentiaries after serving one 
third of 10-year senfences imposed 
in 1944 for conspiracy to extort 
more than $1,000,000 from the mo- 
tion picture industry. 

The five, along with a former 
Newark (N. J.) union officer, were 
convicted of conspiring to inter- 
tere with transportation and com- 
merce by coercion and violence 
through a threat “to close every 
theater in the United States.” 

Paroled were Louis Cam 
Philip D’Andrea, Charles (Cherry 
Nose) Gioe, alias Joy, and Paul de 
Lucia of Chicago, and John Ros- 
selli of Los Angeles. D'Andrea 
was paroled from the Springfield 
(Mo.) medical hospital. At the 
time of their trial a Government 
attorney described them as “mem- 
bers of a powerful underworld 
combination known as the Capone 
mob of Chicago, which gang had 
connections all over the United 
States.” 

Louis Kaufman, former business 
agent of the Newark local of the 
AFL International Alliance of 
Theatrical Stage Employes, was 
convicted with them and sentenced 
to seven years. Each of the de 
fendants was also fined $10,000, 


PLACING OF ROCKET 
IN PATH OVER EARTH 
DECLARED POSSIBLE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 14 (AP) 
—Dr. Louis G. Dunn, a rocket 
scientist, says construction of 
man-made satellites revolving 22,- 
900 miles above the earth is possi- 
ble “with the engineering knowl- 
edge now available.” 

Dr. Dunn, director of the jet 
propulsion laboratory of the Call- 
fornia Institute of Technology, 
made this statement in an article 
on rocket propulsion in the cur- 
rent issue of the Coast Artillery 
Journal, a non-official publication. 

Dunn did not say what military 
application could be made of the 
satellites, which he estimated 
would revolve in a circular orbit 
at 7000 miles an hour, but said 
“they would not necessarily carry 
human beings.” 

The apparently stationary satel- 
lite he described would always 
appear overhead to an observer 
on the earth, he said, as its angu- 
lar velocity would be identical 
with the spin velocity of the 
earth, 

Dunn said that the “stationary” 
satellite is one of three “ ible” 
with present knowledge. e oth- 
ers he named are: 

1. An “earth satellite,” perma- 


nently revolving in a closed ellip- 
tic or circular orbit around the 


earth, at a distance from the 
earth that would be “small” com- 
pared to the earth's 4000-mile 
radius. 

2. A space ship that would 
completely free itself of the 
earth’s gravitational field but 
would not have sufficient energy 
to depart from the solar system. 
Such a vehicle, Dunn said, would 
require an initial take-dff speed 
of 37,000 miles an hour.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 14 
(AP)—Gov, Phil M. Donnelly took 
under advisement last night the 
executive clemency plea of Floyd 
Cochran, Columbia (Mo.) Negro 
scheduled to die in Missouri's 
lethal gas chamber Aug. 29 for 
the attack-killing of a white girl. 

Henry W. Simpson, St.

case show that no Negro killed”

A Study of Fish in 
Small Missouri Lake 
By Leonard Hall 


NE morning this week while we were at. 


breakfast a car drove up and out came Aden 

Bauman, whom we ‘hadn’t seen since last 

October. Aden is chief aquatic biologist for the 

, Missouri Conserva- 

tion Commission 

and anyone inter- 

ested in the future 

of our fishing can 

learn a lot from 

listening to him. 

He knows more 

about fish, aquatic 

science and fishing 

than any dozen 

men I've met. He 

was en route to 

Des Arc, where he 

would supervise the 

seining of an old 

and established 

lake on Paul Shy’s 

place. This is a 

small lake compared with three new ones Paul 

has built, which probally give him the largest 

area of privately owned, impounded fishing wa- 
ter in Missouri. 

The new lakes are well stocked with bass and 
blue-gill and cover many acres of ground, The 
old lake, of about five acres, was established 
more than 25 years ago. In that length of time, 
an impounded body of water may well get out of 
balance, biotically speaking, and it had been de- 
termined to drain this one as low as possible, 
then seine it to make a study of the fish it pro- 
duced. The duties of the day being not too press- 
ing, I determined to take my camera and join 
the expedition. We were having our second cup 
of cofee when a truck from Indian Trail hatch- 
ery rolled in and we were joined by technicians 
Marcum and McGehee. We made a hurried 
visit to our east pond, which will be stocked this 
month, then headed south for Des Arc, 


we: 

EN ROUTE TO PAUL'S, we stopped at Elmer 
Marshutz's farm below Arcadia, where an experi- 
ment is being carried out in the control of algae 
by means of chemicals. The method is effective 
as far as this particular water growth is con- 
cerned, but it kills many species of game fish. 
In this particular small lake, the bass and blue- 
gill were the victims, while the hardier green 
sunfish had survived in large numbers. I expect 
details on the method and results can be ob- 
tained from the Conservation Commission, if you 
have a pond or small lake whict is choked, at 
this season of the year, with this unpleasant, 
mossy growth. Paul Shy's resort is a couple of 
miles below Des Arc, and when we arrived there, 
things were in Wadiness to begin seining. The 
water level had been dropped to about four feet, 
wo that all fish were concentrated in a small 
area. The boye got their fish truck with its 
aeration pumps ready for transporting fish, fin- 
geriings and fry, to the bigger lakes—and made 
ready the long 100-foot seine. The first drag 
across the lake brought the seine in loaded with 
perhaps 300 pounds of fish. The varieties: were 
blue-gill, green sunfish, “grass pike,” large-mouth 
and Kentucky bass. This latter would always 
be mistaken by the average angler for a large- 
mouth bass, although it is a distinct species, 
varying in several characteristics,

PERHAPS 300 POUNDS doesn't sound like a 
lot of fish, but the haul included fry and finger- 
lings of all species, as well as adults, so that I 
would hesitate to estimate how many thousands 
of fish were in the seine. In the first drag were 
no sensational fish, although many bass, crappie, 
biue-gill and “sunnies” of fair size. The second 
cast took an equal poundage of fish, but included 
a channel cat of perhaps 17 pounds; one of a 
limited number of adult “cats” which had been 
released nere. The third and fourth casts both 
turned up big bass—and there is no doubt that 
some were missed. The largest was a Kentucky 
bass weighing six pounds two ounces, which may 
well prove a Missouri record for this species. The 
smaller fish were immediately transferred to the 
fish truck, carried to the larger |.kes and re- 
leased. A goodly number of eating size were 
tossed into the live-box from whence, in an 
amezingly short time, they reappeared, cooked 
to a delicious, golden brown by Paul's wife Mary,

IT WAS an interesting day and from it the 
many Missourians who are coming to realize how 
much of our future fishing depends on these arti- 
ficially impounded lakes and ponds could have 
learned a lot. Most important would have been 
an increased understanding of the necessity for 
maintaining a proper balance of species, if the 
maximum in desirable fish population is to be 
maintained. Such lakes as this, properly ferti- 
lized, will produce an amazing poundage of fish 
when handled on a scientific basis. In this par- 
ticular case, I think that results would be helped 
by cutting down on the number of competing 
species. There's a big thrill to seeing a half- 
dozen different kinds of fish on the stringer, but 
this pleasure is lessened if each season the fish 
caught grow smaller instead of larger. And this 
is a thing which can easily happen. So far as 
our Missouri experiments go to date, large-mouth 
bass and blue-gill mare the ideal combination. 
The latter, a gamey little pan fish on a light fly 
rod and ideal ‘for the youngster with his cane 
pole, has an extremely small mouth and feeds 
largely on insects, larvae and small aquatic ani- 
mals which live on the pond weeds and plants. 
The large-mouth dines on blue-gill, crayfish 
and larger insects—and grows and prospers, The 
numbers keep well in balance. 

For me, the day drove home once more a les- 
son which the hunting and fishing public still 
needs to learn. This has to do with the selfless- 
ness of the young scientists and field men who 
devote their lives to the practical tasks of pre- 
serving and restoring our wildlife and other 
natural resources. Hard and sincere workers, 
often brilliant in their attack on the problems 
which confront them, these young men deserve 
the support of every sportsman and nature lover.

Surprised to Find City of 300,000, With Dense Jungle Pressing In

BELEM, Brazil. 
A MAN just sold me a monkey, 


up possum. I would have gone 
for a boa constrictor (50 cents a 


foot) if it weren’t for the fact that 


the airlines limit their passengers 
to 55 pounds of luggage, and frown 
on carrying snakes as hand bag- 


gage. N 

1 rchased the monkey, the 
lizard, and the quati at Belem's 
Municipal Market, which is lo- 
cated on the Amazon River, and 
which presents one of the most 
fascinating sights of this or any 
other world, 

Shortly after dawn the river 
craft came to the docks, their bril- 
liantly colored sails ablaze in the 
tropical sun. The boats with blue 
sails bring produce from the 
mouth of the mighty river, near 
the ocean, Those with red sails 
bring goods from the interior, and 
those with white sails come from 
the deep interior. This color 
scheme make it possible for the 
buyer to locate 1 the boat 
or boats which have the wares 
he wants. 

The boats are of every descrip- 
tion, but all are known as canoes, 
whether they be hand - made 
bateaus with scarcely an inch of 
free d or two-masted schoon- 
ers. Docking space is at a pre- 
mium, so the boats are packed to- 
gether without an inch of clear- 
ance, making one wonder how the 
skippers, even if they were Harold 
Vanderbilts or Thomas Sopwiths, 
could berth so neatly despite wind 
and tide. : 

To try to tell you what the 
Amazon River traders have to sell 
would require half a hundred 
pages. Their wares range from 
snakes, birds and animals to the 
root of the timbo. The root of the 
timbo is a handy little thing to 
have around in case you don’t 
like a certain party and want to 
get rid of him. The natives use it 
to kill fish, They put a few of the 
roots in a pool and the fish roll 
over and play dead—for keeps. It 
is just as deadly. to humans. I 
think Til take a few roots home 
and send them to my creditors for 
Christmas, advising them to use 
the timbo roots as swizzle sticks. 


The man who sold me the lizard 
expected me to eat it. He told me, 
in pidgin lizard language, that it 
was one of the most delicious 
foods in the world. Tastes just 
like lobster, he said. I asked him 
how to cook it. He said to skin 
it—and be sure to save the skin 
for shoes, etc.—and then roast it 
in a medium oven for two hours, 


making sure to baste it quite 


often. I asked him how many it 
would serve. He said four. 

He was wrong. That lizard, if 1 
served it at home, would provide 
generous portions for everyone 


a lizard, and a cute-faced lit- 
tle animal trick called a 
quati, which resembles a dressed- 
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west of the Rocky Mountains. It 
has green eyes, ears and body, and 
a striped tail that swishes very 
dangerously. It hisses, too. I have 
been hungry in my day, but never 
hungry enough to sit at the head 
of the table and try to carve a 
lizard. Yet, the chances are that 
I'll give a lizard party when I get 
home — just a group of intimate 
friends who like lizards. 

You'd love Belem. Truth to tell, 
I hadn’t heard of it until I got 
here. (Editor’s Note: Belem was 
a station on the American Trans- 
port Commands “Fireball 
Route“ to Natal and thence to 
Africa and iudia, and was visited 
by thousands of Americans in uni- 
form and others on government 
business during the war. Me- 
Lemore served in the Pacific.) It 
is a city of 300,000, and it has the 
most magnificent avenues I have 
ever seen. Giant mango trees, 
planted more than 100 years ago, 
form a natural archway over the 
streets. The Grande Hotel, man- 
aged by a New Yorker by the 
name of MacDougall, offers all 
comforts and pleasures. 

Yet, so close does the jungle 
hold Belem to its bosom, that 
two days ago a 20-foot boa con- 
strictor was caught at the busiest 
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downtown corner. I am sorry 1 
missed that. I would have liked 
to have been there to run 
might have set a new world’s rec- 
ord for 10 miles.

OMING down here from Port- 
Cen. Trinidad, my fellow 

passengers and I on Pan- 
Americans Clipper Flight 201, 
were given a magnificent view of 
Devil's Island.

To our right 
was the mainland, the place 80 
many of the prisoners tried to 
reach. One look at the jungle and 
one could appreciate the price 
they must pay for freedom. It is 
so dense that the sun never pene- 
crawls with 
savage animals, reptiles, and na- 
tives. The natives knew that they 
could collect a substantial bounty 
for each prisoner returned, so they 
hunted them without mercy. 

There is a report going around 
that France, now that Devil's Is- 
land has been abolished as a penal 
colony, will attempt to capitalize 
on its gruesome reputation by 
making it a resort for tourists. It 
is to be hoped that France won't 
do such a thing. To use the suf- 
fering of untold thousands of men 
as lure for travelers would be a 
disgrace, Cayenne is filled with 
liberes — men who have served 
their term on Devil's Island. 
They are the real lost souls of the 
world, Sick, ragged and unable to 
find work, they live like animals. 
They are free to return home, but 
few if any ever menage to save 
enough money for the trip. 

Just before reaching Belem we 
crossed the equator. It was Jean’s 
first time actoss that celebrated 
line and I felt that some ceremony 
was in order. I told the stewards 
and the co-pilot to see if they 
could arrange something. They 
asked if my wife would get mad 
if they initiated her. I said no, to 
let her have it. So, as we neared 
the equator, they asked her to 
look down from her window that 
there was a magnificent lake they 
wanted her to see. Jean almost 
broke her neck looking down for 
the lake. Just as the plane reached 
the equator they poured what 
must have been a gallon of water 
on her head, She reached Belem 
soaking wet. 

It wasn’t my first time across 
the equator, but the crew let me 
have it too. The Belem airport 
hasn’t seen such a pair of sad 
sacks, as we were when we landed, 
in many a day.
